BROCKVILLE. 
The election of a liberal in Brock- 


ville, by over two 200 majority, is a 
case of the Dutch not having taken, 
but having lost, Holland. This con- 


stituency has been consistently con- 


servative for generations. It is made 


up of Brockville town and two 
adjoining townships, and at the gener- 
al election gave the late conservative 
member over 300 majority. The 
liberals were always able to make 
a fight in the city, but in the town- 
ships there were places. where a 
liberal meeting had never been held 
before the recent election,—could not 
have been held for several reasons. 
The conservative candidate was a 
man of wide political experience and 
recognized standing and ability. He 
was the special choice of the conserva- 
tive leader. When such a constit- 
uency with such a candidate so com- 
pletely reverses its allegiance, even at 
a bye-election, it means that conserva- 
tive principles as represented by the 
present conservative leaders are dis- 
credited. 

But if this election means some- 
thing as to the conservative party it 
also means something as to the liberal 
patty. The ease with which the 
party is able to capture a considerable 
manufacturing town from their oppon- 
ents, shows satisfaction on the part 
of the manufacturers with what has 
been done, and confidence as to what 
will be done in the future, regarding 
their special interests. This is good so 
far. But it cannot be forgotten by 
the consumers of manufactured pro- 
ducts that every capture of a manu- 
facturing centre by the liberals 
necessarily strengthens the element 
of that party which favors a tariff 
with a view to protection rather than 
to revenue,—in the interests of the 
producer (of manufactured articles) 
rather than of the consumer (of these 
articles). Following out this idea it 
may fairly be supposed that the re- 
turns of liberals at the last general 
elections for the oil bearing district of 
Ontario had a modifying effect on the 
reductions afterwards made in the 
oil duties. Also that the number of 
city seats captured by the low tariff 
party in °96 tended against sub- 
sequent radical reductions in the 
cotton, sugar, and implement duties, 
and ‘in favor of more liberal bonuses 
to the iron industry. 

A political party is not made up 
of one, but of several elements, and 
the general policy of the party will 
be moulded according to the respective 
preponderance of the several elements 
of which it is composed. If the party 
captures too large a share of the 
manufacturing interests the manu- 
facturing interests will have captured 


the party. 


W. B. McInnis, M. P., proposes to 
introduce an act to restrict immigra- 
tion.

YUKON CHARGES. 

Speech by Frank Oliver, M. P., in the 
debate on the amendments proposed to 
the address in reply to the speech from 
the throne. House of Commons, April 
18th. From Hansard : 

Mr. Speaker, I am sorry to trouble 
the house longer on this question, 
particularly at this time. But, al- 
though I have come to the same con- 
clusion as, possibly, the majority of 
the members, I wish to say that I 
have reached that conclusion for 
quite different reasons from most of 
those who have already spoken. 

It seems to me that the greater 
part of our discussion has been on a 
subject that is not before the house, 
namely, the character of government 
officials in the Yukon and their official 
acts. I do not understand that we

as outlaws or cut-throats,

bring myself to take that position in 
regard to the past, the present and the 
future acts of officials even of this 
government, to say nothing of officials 
of the late government. My idea in 
regard to government officials, is, that 
they are the servants of the people, 
and that we are the agents of the 
people in seeing that they render their 
services. I would not wish to be con- 
sidered as w party to any argument, 
or any line of argument, that places 
the public servants of this country in 
the position of masters of the people, 
or which supposes that they can only 
be dealt with by impeachment as 
though they were judges, or some such 
high functionaries. 

The miners and prospectors do not 
exist for the officials, or for the regu- 
lations ; but the officials and regula- 
tions exist for the miners and pros- 
pectors. And when the miners and 
prospectors of the Yukon report that 
they are not properly treated by the 
I shall 
not cry them down and talk of them 
f because 
they see fit, in their capacity as 


citizens of Canada—as men who are 


spending their time and their money 
in developing this country for the 
benefit of themselves, and incidentally 
for the benefit of the country at large 
—to stand up for their rights and 
to say things are thus and so, and do 
not suit them. I say, sir, that 
these men have a right to be heard ; 
I say that their interests have a right 
to be considered, and I say that we 
have just as much right to take their 
word as we have to take the word 
of anybody else. These people have 
reported that matters in the Yukon 
were not satisfactory to them, and I 
believe their complaints to a certain 
extent. I do not take any stock in 
the cry against these people, because 
they are Americans, or Yankees, if 
you like. I have seen a good many 
of these Yankees who started for the 
Yukon, and although I am not. pre- 
judiced in favor of Yankees, either 
individually or collectively, these were 
very decent people, very worthy 
people and very desirable people to 
settle in Canada and become citizens 
of the country. If the Yankees in 
the Yukon are in the proportion of 
nine to one, thenit is the Yankees 
who are digging the gold of the 
Yukon, and are paying to this govern- 
ment the royalty. For all practical 
purposes, therefore, as long as they 
are in that country, they are citizens 
of Canada, and are entitled to the 
same consideration as any other men 
who are working for the benefit of 
Canada. The fact that they are there 
and working as Canadians, makes 
them sufficiently Canadians for our 
purposes; that is to say, the pur- 
poses of governing them and laying 
tribute upon them; and that fact 
entitles them to fair consideration at 
the hands of this government and this 
house. 

I have said that the people of the 
Yukon reported that the officials were 
not conducting themselves properly, 
and I have said also that I did not 
consider that it was necessary to have 
an impeachment of these officials. 
When the people report that their 
servants are not acting properly, I 
consider that it is the business of their 
agents, the government of the coun- 
try, to see that these officials do act 
properly. There is no necessity for a 
trial or an impeachment or a com- 
mission. It is a matter of business 
on the part of the agent, of the people, 
that is to say, the government, to at 
once, without ceremony, attend to the 
matter. It is because it appears to 
me that the mattter has been attend- 
ed to in a practical way that I am 
prepared to vote in support of the 
address. 

It has been complained that there 
was too much liquor going into the 
Yukon. I believe there was. I 
understand that there is now an order 
in council absolutely prohibiting liquor 
going into the Yukon; or certainly 
providing that any that goes in in the 
future shall be in limited quantities 
and under proper regulations. We 
have had complaints against the late 
administrator of the Yukon, both 
personally and on account of the large 
authority, civil and military, with 
which he was vested. That gentle- 
man is not now connected with the 
Yukon; he is not in the service of 
the government at all. The authority 
in the Yukon has been divided into 
civil and military departments. A 
gentleman who has been lauded in this 
house until I am sure he would blush 
at hearing it, if he had heard it, is 
now the civil administrator of the 
country, and there is no allegation 
against his conduct. The military or 
police part of the authority is inthe 
hands of Major Steele; and, as no- 
body in the house so far has given

REGARDING THE BRIDGE. 

A special general meeting of the 
board of trade was held en Friday 
morning in the council chamber to con 
sider J. H. Dunn’s communicetion 
asking fcr a change in the plan of the 
superstructure of the bridge here, so as 
to have two levels, one for carriage and 
one for railroad traffic. The meeting 
was well atteniled,twenty five members 
of the board being present. T. W. 
Lines, president, in the chair. 

After discussion, the fellowing mot 
ion moved by F. F. Tims and seconded 
by J. H. Morris, was put and unamin- 
ously carried: That this board emphat 
ically declines to endorse or assist in 
any way the petition referred to re 
change of superstructure, it now being 
too late to effect any substantial change 
in the plans without causing a much 
greater delay in construction of the 
bridge than has already occured, the 
immediate completion of the bridge be- 
ing of vital importance te this district. 

It was also decided to send a letter 
to the minister of public works enclos- 
ing copies of correspondence received 
from Mr. Dunn, with the board’s reply 
thereto, and protesting against any al- 
teration which might cause greater de- 
lay in the completion of the bridge. 
Copies of the correspondence were also 
sent to F. Oliver, M. P., for his infor- 
mation. 

The secretary, Isaac Cowie, was in- 
structed to inform the town council of 
the action taken by the board, and re- 
quest their endorsation of the same. 

Regarding immigration ; A verbal re- 
port was made by C. de W.MacDonald, 
one of the committee appointed to ar- 
range for accomodation, explaining the 
arrangements that had been made to 
receive and look after new arrivals. 
A motion was passed tendering the 
hearty thanks of the board to W. F. 
McCreary, commissioner of immigrat- 
ion, for his prompt assistance in furn- 
ishing the immigration hall, and to the 
members of the canvassing committee, 
Messrs. Tims, MacDonald and Kin- 
maird, for their energetic action in 
bringing the matter to so satisfactory a 
conclusion.
